DEATH OF A CITIZEN OF ATLANTA IN CoL- 
»kADO.—The painful intelligence of the death of 
Dr. John J. Ford of this city, reached his family yes- 
terday. 

It will be remembered that Dr. Ford accompanied 
hy twenty-five yonag men of this city and neighbor- 
hood, left here in April, 1870, for San Antonio, Texas, 
from whence they were to go across the plains to San 


“f beef cattle for that market. They left San Anto- 
nio ‘2 about two weeks after their arrival there, con- 
tinuin,” their lime of travel westward through the 
valley of *he Rio Peacas, croased the Stoak plains in 
New Mexico, and arrived im safety at Fort Sumner, in 
Wyoming Territory, where the expedition halted and 
spent the winter Of 1870-71. 

At Brown's Hole, where the Territories of Wyo- 
miog, Utah, and Colorado touch each other, the Doc- 
tor was prostrated will: mountain fever, where he was 
confined to the cabin for two months with only ench 
attention as hisonly son, a youth, and his companions 
could afford him. They were at the fuot of the Rocky 
Mountains, surrounded by bands of Kickapoos, Apa- 
Ches and Camanches, a thousand miles from the last 
Outpost of civilization, and subject to the rigors of a 
pitiless winter. From this point he was conveyed to 
Denver City, Colorado, where he died on the 16th of 
last month, the third day after his arrival. At Den- 
ver, the Masonic fraternity took charge of him and. 
did allin their power to relieve bis sufferings. It was 

too late, physical exahaustion had taken place before 
his arrivgel. Tie deep distress of his family and friends 
is relieved in a measure by the information that he 
died peacefully, surrounded by friends and brothers, 
though far away in the Western wilds. Dr. Ford has 
long been prominent citizen of Atlanta, where he 
enjoyed the respect and confidence of all who knew 
— he was truly a good man in all the relations of 
ife.
